Zone change sranted aft

After more than a year of delays, 
the Upland City Council Tuesday 
night granted part of the zone 
change former Mayor Abner 
Haldeman has been seeking for his 
property along the Foothill Freeway 
right of way. 

The: council also urged that the 
state give high priority to purchas- 
ing the southern half of the property 
directly in the freeway’s projected 
route with funds to guard against 
development in the path. 

Haldeman owns 10 acres of a 15- 
acre parcel at the southwest corner 
of San, Antonio Avenue and 20th 
Street. He, along with the two other 
property owners, has been seeking 
the zone change from agricultural to 
residential use since 1977. 

Uncertainty over the fate of the 
Foothill Freeway extension, which 
would cross north Upland, prompted 
the council to continue the zone 
change ob many times over ap- 
proximately 18 months. 

Haldeman, an ardent supporter of 
the freeway, agreed to the delays 


when the council noted the zone 
change might give the state the im- 
pression Upland no longer wanted 
the freeway. 

Following the recommendation of 
the planning commission, the coun- 
cil Tuesday night approved a zone 
change for single-family homes. on 
minimum lots of 10,000 square feet 
for the northern 7.8 acres of land. 

The southern 7.2 acres — the land 
directly in the freeway’s path — was 
given open-space zoning severely 
restricting use of the property. 

On Jan. 26, the state Transporta- 
tion Commission authorized the 
California Department of Transpor- 
tation (Caltrans) to spend up to $1 
million over the next two years to 
buy right of way land where it is 
threatened by development.

Blanchard noted the guidelines for 
these purchases are unclear. 
“Generally, they want the cities 
through their land-use powers to 
protect the right of way for as long 
as pogsible,’’ Blanchard said.

Mayor .Pro Tem John McCarthy 
noted San Bernardino Associated 
Governments. (SANBAG) com- 
mitted itself to spend funds if 
necessary to protect the right-of- 
way from the San Bardnino County 
line to the Devore Freeway. 

McCarthy, Upland’s presentative 
on SABGAG, said the organization 
hopes to have $7 million marked for 
the freeway’s right of way protec- 
tion over five years in the Southern 
California transportation improve- 
ment plan. 

Noting the delays, the council ex- 
empted the property from growth- 
management fees and procedures 
enacted since the zone change was 
first sought. 

Haldeman and Wayne Blanton, 
representing the property owners 
and developer Park View Homes, 
had requested the zone change for 
the entire 15 acres. 

Blanton said including all the land 
would put the ‘‘burden on the state’s 
back.”’ 

After the council vote, Haldeman 
said, ‘It’s progress. Let’s just say 
I’m thankful for the progress.”’

Specialists will rely on residents’ 


help in battling rats in Upland

Zdunowski noted the county will 
soon have a rat controi specialist 
available five days a week, instead 


County environmental specialists 
will be relying heavily on residents’ 
help this spring when a campaign is 
launched against Upland’s rat 
population. 

Gene Zdunowski — division 
manager for protection services of 
the San Bernardino County 
Department of Environmental 
Health Services — said Upland 
residents registered more than 200 
complaints about rats in 1978. 

That number represents an eight- 
fold increase over complaints made 
in 1977, he noted. 

Upland’s rats seem to prefer the 
lush vegetation available in middle- 
and upper-income areas. Ironically, 
it is the city’s high mean family 
income that prevents Upland from 
qualifying for a federal grant 
enabling a more massive attack 
upon the rats, such as the continuing 
program in Ontario. 

But Zdunowski and other officials 
are counting on residents’ help to 
make rat control work in Upland. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the city plans to hold its annual 
“clean-up week,” in cooperation 
with the Upland Chamber of 


Commerce and Upland’s refuse - 


firm, late this spring. 

He noted residents will be able to 
have oversized loads of trash picked 
up during this week, usually held in 
early May. 

Zdunowski said the. county plans 
to time its educational campaign 
shortly before the clean-up week, 
placing newspaper ads showing 
residents conditions to correct and 
distributing fliers through 
businesses and governmental 
offices. 

Meanwhile, any West End 
resident wishing inspection of 
property and suggestions on how to 
keep rats away may call the insect 
and rodent vector control section of 
the county department in Ontario,

of three, to concentrate on rat 
control in and around coimmunity 
development target areas. 

These low- to moderate-income 
areas receive federal community 
development grants through the 
county. Upland’s target area covers 
roughly half of the city’s southeast 
quadrant. 

Zdunowski noted the county has 
one vector control specialist to 
serve the entire West End from 
Sierra Avenue in Fontana west to 
the county line outside these target 
areas. 

He noted the specialist serves a 
large area, but added that all 
complaints are answered. 

Zdunowski explained that. the 
different funding arrangements 
limit inspection outside the 
community development target 
areas. 

In southeast Upland, the county 
specialist will not only inspect the 
home of a resident making a 
complaint or report of spotting a rat 
on the property, but the homes of as 
many as five adjoining neighbors, 
Zdunowski said. 

Outside the target area, he added, 
a specialist will inspect only the 
home where a rat is reported. 

“The only way we can help Upland 
is through a mass education 
program. We hope residents will 
find causal conditions on their own 
and correct them on their own,’’ 
Zdunowski said. 

He told the Upland town hall 


. meeting Jan. 22 that rats in the area 


grow up to seven or eight inches in 
body length with a tail another nine 
inches. Zdunowski said the rats are 
the same type that brought the 
plague in the Dark Ages.

‘“‘freeway, system’’ and have a 
feeding -range of a few hundred 
yards, he noted. Zdunowski pointed 
out the rats’ range limits the 
effectiveness of single-home 
inspections. 

Zdunowski ‘said the West End’s 
rats are crossbreeds of three 
subspecies of ‘‘Rattus rattus.” The 
crossbreeding has served as a 
genetic improvement, giving the 
rodents — commonly called roof 
rats — a “marvelous variety in 
feeding ability and habitats,” he 
said. 

He noted the rats feed on fruit, 
nuts, stored food, dog food, budding 
ivy, snails and many other foods. 
They have adapted well to the 
suburban environment as local 
citrus groves have been cleared. ° 

Rubbish piles, weeds, heavy 
growth of ivy, small holes to Toots 
and basements, wood piles on: the 
ground and close to a wall and palin 
trees provide harborage for rats.” 

Quarter-inch mesh wire to close 
openings, removal of debris, 
thinning of ivy and bans about palm 
trees are some of suggested 
countermeasures. 

Zdunowski noted Ontario. is 
currently under a six-month 
extension of a demonstration. 
project in rat control. The grant. 
through the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare was 
$225,000 for the first year and allows 
a house-by-house inspection,

‘By making predictions or draw- 
ing conclusions from stories they 
hear or newspaper articles they see, 
children learn the concept of per- 
suasion and how to read between the 
lines to understand what the real 
meanings are,” Ms. Howard said 

Such a technique also helps chil- 
dren understand what stereotypes 
are, and how to recognize them, Ms 
Howard indicated 

“Explore different interpreta- 
tions with children so they under- 
stand there’s more than one way to 
look at something,”’ she suggested 

‘Try changing the viewpoint of 
traditional stories, like telling the 
story of ‘Little Red Riding Hood 
from the wolf's point of view,” she 
said 

Reading to children also helps 
them learn content, listen for detail 
and become familiar with different 
words, Ms. Howard said 

Referring to her own students, 
she said the practice means it is pos- 
sible to ‘‘ask them in their own 
words what’s happening and theyll 
be able to tell you—even if it isn’t 
exactly,’’ Ms. Howard said. 

“Sequence or the technique of 
succession -- asking step-by-step 
questions -- helps children learn the 
content of stories and encourages 
self-expression as well,’’ Ms. How- 
ard said. 

Probably the most important as- 
pect of story-telling is that ‘‘it be-

of Buddhists

Upon entering the Buddhist tem- 
ple, visitors could easily imagine 
themselves in the Far East rather 
than the far reaches of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

An Oriental woman, on her knees 
with her hands clasped and pointed 
toward’ an elaborate altar, rapidly 
chants a Japanese phrase over and 
over in a sing-song monotone. 
Engrossed in her chant, she is 
oblivious to the activity around her, 
gasping for breath rather than 
breaking its rhythm. 

Inside the door is a rack where 
visitors can place their shoes. 
Chinese characters are much | in 
evidence around an airy interior 
decorated with light browns, off- 
whites: and light-colored, polished 
wood. 

The temple, sitting on 10 rural 
acres at 7576 Etiwanda Ave., is one 
of only two Buddhist temples in the 
continental United States. The other 
is in Washington, D.C. 

The temples, serve more as 
reassuring symbols that the 
Buddhist religion is alive and well in 
the West rather than as a focal point 
for congregations as Christian 
churches do, according to the local 
temple’s manager, Mike Robbins. 

“I think the temple serves more of 
a ceremonial function,’ said Rob- 
bins, himself a practicing Buddhist. 


However, he said, it is not unusual 
for Buddhists to come from as far 


* away as Texas or Nebraska to at- 


tend special functions, memorial 
services or weddings, which 
average four to five a week. 

“The daily activities are con- 
ducted in peoples’ houses and (in 
the) community centers,’ he ‘ex- 
plained. 


This temple was built in 1967 by a 
Japanese lay organization 
associated with the Nichiren Shoshu 
sect of Buddhism as a gift to 
western members, according to the 
American organization's (Nichiren 
Shoshu Academy) public relations 
representative, John Fake. 


It serves members who live as far 
away as Nebraska, he said, adding 
that adherents east of there attend 
the temple in the nation’s capital. 


Fake said he did not know why 
Rancho Cucamonga was chosen as 
the site for the western temple but 
thought it might have been because 
the sect could obtain a large parcel 
of undeveloped land at a reasonable 
price. 


The Nichiren Shoshu sect was 
founded in 13th century Japan by a 
priest who clarified the Lotus Sutra, 
or what Fake described as ‘‘the 
highest teaching of Buddha.”

County seeks federal 


funds for neighborhoods 


San Bernardino County has for- 


mally submitted its application tor 
almost $8.7 million in federal money 
to upgrade neighborhoods. 


About one-fourth of that amount 
will be spent in the West End 


The board of supervisors has ap- 
proved the county’s application for 
$8,672,000 to be spent in the year 
starting July 1. It also submitted the 
county's plan for spending $26.3 
million in federal community 
development money through 1982. 


The application and the plan were 
submitted to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 
The department must approve both 
before the county can receive the 
money. 


The money is intended to upgrade 
the nation’s neighborhoods through 
the repair of older houses and the 
improvement of such public 
facilities as streets, sidewalks, 
lights, sewer and water lines, parks 
and neighborhood centers. 


The federal grant program is aim- 
ed at benefiting persons of low and 
moderate incomes. It was establish- 
ed by the 1974 Housing and Com- 


munity Development Act 


Five West End cities — Upland, 
Rancho Cucamonga, Chino, 
Montclair and Fontana — have join- 
ed with the county in applying for 
the money. Ontario deals directly 
with the federal government 


Of the $8,672,000 the county ex- 
pects to receive in the coming year, 
the five cities and nearby unincor- 
porated areas will get at least $1.6 
million for neighborhood im- 
provements. 


This amount does not inelude 
money spent in those areas’ for 
county-run housing repair 
programs. That money will raise 
total aid to the West End to more 
than $2 million in the next year. 


The county expected only $8.1 
million in the coming year. But the 
federal government told county of- 
ficials last month it will make 
available another $572,000, a fourth 
of which will go to West End com- 
munities. ' 


Spending priorities were 
recommended by citizens’ advisory 
committees in 39 different target 
areas within the county. Where

— Fontana: $130,900 to buy more 
land for downtown parking; $65,000 
for park development; $12,000 for 
street improvements; $1,000 for fen- 
cing around senior citizens’ center : 
$26,632 for contingencies.

She’s 16 years old. Or 17. Or 14. And she’s pregnant. 

Life is very different for her now. She faces a whirl of 
decisions: get an abortion, give the baby up for adoption, 
keep it? ; 

The father of her child may have abandoned her. Her 
parents may have thrown her out of the house. Her 
schoolwork is either suffering or she’s dropped out. 

Once the baby is born — if she’s decided to keep it. — 
she has to find someone to care for it while she finishes 
school or goes to work. 

To the rescue of these girls comes an institution that at 
one time may have rejected them entirely: the school 
system. 

Chaffey College, along with the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District, operates a School Age Parenting 
Infant-Toddler program for pregnant girls and teen 
mothers. 

Pregnant girls in the program attend Young Mother

classes at Valley View High School, the district's con- 
tinuation school. 

The Chino Unitied School District runs a similar 
program at its Buena Vista continuation school, serving 
all schools in the district. 

Chaffey College’s Infant Care Center-opened in early 
December in temporary quarters at the First Church of 
God parish hall in Ontario. It will soon be moved to a 
trailer at Valley View High School. 

The program strives to both prepare the girls for 
motherhood and to bolster their feelings about 
themselves as human beings, says founder and director 
Pat Mohr. 

Ms. Mohr, director of the Child Development Services 
Program at Chaffey College, wrote the application that 
led to a $78,000 grant from the state Department of 
Education. 

“These girls were asking, ‘How do I stay in school? I 
can’t wait untif my child is 2 years old to go back,’ * Ms. 
Mohr said. 

The 18 girls enrolled in parent education classes drop 
their babies off at the center in the morning and then at- 
tend classes at various high schools in the district, Each 
‘is required to work two hours weekly at the Infant 


: Center. 


“Our focus-is the well-being of both the parent and the 
child,’ Ms. Mohr said. ““We’re trying to break the cycle 
of feeling worthless, of having low self-esteem.” 

The Infant Center is staffed from 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
by a full-time director and three teachers and several 
part-time college interns. 

The Chino district’s child care center opened at the 
Buena Vista campus in November.

‘““We’re funded for 13 pregnant girls but only have five 
at the present,” Mrs. Weaver said. ‘“‘There are many 


F More out there.’ 


While researching for the grant, Ms. Mohr identified 60 
girls who were pregnant or already had babies in the 
Chaffey district, which includes five high schools and 
three alternative schools. 

Total enrollment in both Chaffey’s infant-toddler 
program and pregnant minor program is only 36 teen-age 
mothers. 

Involving teen-age fathers in the parenting programs 


_ is another problem. Fathers who show any interest are 
. invited to participate, as are all students — of either sex 


— interested in learning about parenthood. 

Finding a place in the community to house the Chaffey 
program until Valley View High’s trailer can be com- 
pleted was difficult, Ms. Mohr said. 

“We knocked on a lot of doors.”’ she said. ‘‘People 
were not too receptive. Our goal is to help these girls, not 
moralize.” 

More girls are keeping their babies now, Ms. Mohr said 
— about 90 percent. “Even five years ago the social 
pressure was to give up the baby. But now there’s social 
pressure both from adults and peers to keep the baby.”’ 

County adoption agencies are very aware of that trend. 
At the San Bernardino Child Welfare Department. there 
are 300 names on a waiting list for new-born infants.

Teens cope with parenthood 


fey school classes help pregnant girls, teen mothers 


‘‘We just don’t have the babies,” said Jane Hehnke, 
child welfare supervisor at the county's Ontario unit. 
“It’s kind of sad, because there are lots of people who 
could be very capable parents.” 


Of the 91 children put up for adoption in the county last 
year, only 44 were infants, said Tom Sansone, chief of the 
county adoption service. 

Only half of the 30 teen-age mothers who sought help 
from the agency last year gave up their babies for adop- 
tion, Sansone said. 

‘People have become more accepting of the unwed 
mother,”’ he said. ‘‘The stigma attached to her is not as 
sharp any more.” 

The bulk of children available for adoption are 5 years 
old and up, Sansone said. Many have been abused or 
neglected. 

‘We get very few 2 or 3-year-olds,”’ he said. ‘‘Women 
who decide to keep their babies give it a go the first cou- 
ple of years, then maybe end up back here when the kids 
are 5 or 6 and they can’t handle it any more.” 

Sansone said he believes many teen-age mothers 
become pregnant on purpose. 

“They feel if they can produce their own child, there 
will be someone in the world that loves them,” he said. 
“But a young child only takes, he doesn’t give.” 

A Valley View High School teen-ager who was 16 when 
she became pregnant shares that belief. 

“T know a lot of girls who have been mistreated all 
their lives by their parents,’ she said. “They want 
something they can Say is all theirs.” 

A peer counselor at the high school, the teen-ager said 
she talks to many girls who share the problems she faces 
with her 942-month-old infant. 

“Some girls think having a baby means playing 
house,”’ she said. ‘‘I’ll come home from work and say 
hey, kid, go to sleep. But he’ll want to play all night. I get 
so mad sometimes I'll almost throw him in his crib.”’

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“You go to a man counselor and 
he'll say, ‘I know how you feel.’ How 
can he know what it feels like to be 
16 and pregnant and have everyone 
against you?” 

Her name is Marylou. She's 18 
now and will graduate from high 
school soon. She plans to attend Mt. 
San Antonio College and become a 
counselor -—— for teen-age mothers, 
like herself. ; 

Unlike many of her peers, 
Marylou was using birth control 
when she became pregnant. What 
happened was her mother disap- 
proved of her daughter’s sexual ac- 
tivity and threw away her birth con- 
trol pills. 

“One time my mom had thrown 
away my Pill and I didn’t have a 
ride to the clinic,’’ Marylou said. ‘‘I 
missed two days. That’s when I got 
pregnant.” 

She married her baby’s father 13 
months ago but found she couldn’t 
stand his drinking problem. They 
separated six months ago and are 
getting a divorce. 

She now lives with her mother, 
who she said was very supportive 
once the initial shock wore off. 

A student at Valley View High 
Sehool in Ontario, Marylou has 
great praise for Chaffey College's 
Infant Center. 

“The center has made it possible 


{ for sc many girls to finish school,” 


she said. ‘‘Just because you have a 
child at age 13 or 18, your life 
doesn’t stop.”’

Debbie, 17, is very, very pregnant. 
She’s already passed her due date 
for delivery. 

But until her baby decides it's 
time to make its debut into the 
world, Debbie keeps on attending 
Young Mother classes at Valley 
View High. 

‘‘Everyone here is really 
friendly,’’ says Debbie, who appears 
younger than her years. “‘If you 
have problems you can always talk 
about them here.”’ 

A Montclair resident, Debbie lives 
with her grandparents. She had 
planned to have an abortion at first, 
but says her family talked her out of 
it. 

The father of her child is not 
around. ‘‘He split to Las Vegas when 
he found out,’’ she said. 

If it wasn’t for the Chaffey 
program, she would have quit 
school. ‘‘Now I’m planning to go to 
college and become a registered 
nurse,’’ she said. 


Christine 16, is 642 months preg- 
nant. Ready for her new role, she 
wears a T-shirt with “Mom” em- 
broidered across the front. 

She married the father of her 
child Jan. 1. She lives. with her 
mother in Ontario while she and her 
new husband search for an apart-

Christine said. ‘But my boyfriend

and I had known each other a long 
time.”’ 

Constant morning sickness while 
attending Ontario High almost made 
Christine drop out of school. A 
counselor told her about Valley 
View's program. 

“I'm learning a lot.’ she said. 
“We do exercises in the morning 
and then we earn about delivery and 
how to take care of the baby.” 

Sometimes a teen-age girl who 
becomes pregnant is rejected by her 
family. In addition to all her other 
problems, she’s homeless. 

Linda Seal of Chino is one of 
several foster parents in the area 


* who have taken ina teen-age mother 


and her baby. 

Her foster daughter, Bonnie, 15, 
was shunted from foster home to 
foster home. In between, she lived 
with her mother, who told her if she 
kept her child she couldn't live at 
home. 

‘‘I was a teen-age mother 
myself.”’ said Mrs. Seal. . 

‘Bonnie takes care of her baby all 
by herself,”’ Mrs. Seal said. ‘I don’t 
do enything but babysit, which was 
our agreement.” 

A student at Don Antonio Lugo 
High School in Chino, Bonnie and 
her son participate in the Buena 
Vista child care program. 

“Her main problem is coping with 
wanting to still be a teen-ager and 
being a parent,’ Mrs. Seal said.

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Society does not help people cope with divo

Society does little to help people cope with divorce and 
leaves most people alone and confused afterwards, two 
mental health specialists said recently during a seminar 

The seminar on‘‘How to Cope With Loss’’was spon- 
sored by the Central Valley Mental Health Association 

Dr. Wolfgang Klebel and Dr. Maya Lee spoke during a 
day-long seminar at Chaffey College. Members of the as- 
sociation, both are beginning private practices in San 
Bernardino and are divorced 

‘Divorce is the second most stressing event in a per- 
son's life after the death of a spousé and there should be 
a way of dealing with it,’’ Klebel said. ‘Yet from the 
standpoint of relatives and friends it is the most ignored 
event of all.”’ 

Stories may be written and television dramas pro- 
duced, ‘‘but when it comes to personal feelings, people 
don't want to deal with someone else’s divorce,’’ he 
added. 

“Society doesn’t give you help with a divorce the way 
it does through the death of a mate or a relative,’’ Klebel 
said, 

“It’s acceptable to mourn after a death but after a di- 
vorce, friends turn away, relationships change and sud- 
denly in the places where you felt welcome as a couple 
you now feel uncomfortable as a single,’’ he said. 

Men usually have a harder time dealing with a divorce 
at the beginning because ‘‘even though they are usually 
more involved with their jobs and can draw strength 
from it,’’ Klebel said. Men also are usually less familiar 
with such tasks as cleaning and cooking. 

‘‘Women may have less identification with their jobs 
but may have children to support them’’ during the di- 
vorce, Klebel added, so it is usually more difficult for 
women to deal with a divorce on a long term basis. 

Ms. Lee agreed. ‘‘It is sometimes easier for men to 
cope with a divorce because their primary identity is

with their jobs, but men are not encouraged to be aware 
of and deal with their feelings the way women are. It’s 
still not okay for a man to cry. 

“It’s also easier for a woman to ask for and get sup- 
port. but she may need it more because as her life shifts, 
she may be forced to get a job,’’ she added. 

Sometimes getting this support is not easy for the 
woman however, according to Ms. Lee. 

‘‘When I got my divorce, my friends were suspicious 
because they thought I wanted their husbands. My very 
presence was a threat to them because it made them 
look at their own lives,’’ she said. 

‘And I got calls from the husbands of friends who 
knew I was divorced and thought that this somehow 
made me wildly sexual,’’ Ms. Lee added. 

“It’s also considered that a woman is a failure if she’s 
divorced,’’ she said, adding that even her own children 
were constantly considered the product of a ‘‘broken 
home.” 







A divorce should never be prolonged or suspended for 
the sake of children, Klebel said, because “the longer 
you've been in a position, the harder it is to make a deci- 
sion. But the more satisfaction you get once the decision 
has been made. 

“The key issue to deal with is ‘Why do I feel like I did 
something wrong?’ and along with that comes the ques- 
tion of the children’s affiliation,’’ Klebel said. ‘“You want 
to know what your children are thinking. 

“But it is important that children are included. They 
need to know what’s happening and that it’s not their 
fault because all children, no matter the age, tend to 
blame themselves for the breakup,” he said. 

Ms. Lee added that not only will children blame them- 
selves for the breakup, but so will both mates involved, 
regardless of who divorces who. 

‘‘We’re not only afraid of what we did wrong the first 


time but what we might do wrong the next time,”’ Klebel 
Said, 
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The best way to deal with the uncertainty of future re- 
lations is to remember , ‘‘Unless we think about what we 
are doing, we tend to do to others as has been done to 
us,’’ he said. 

The best way to deal with these issues is through coun- 
seling and outside activities, Klebel recommended. 

Ms. Lee stressed the importance of counseling several 
times and added, ‘‘Something that helps a great deal is 
getting involved in activities with other women. The 
competition is so great that making and keeping women 
friends is a real support. : 


‘Friends do react in strange ways,” Ms. Lee added, 
“because they feel guilty around you,”’ so it’s important 
to find new activities and make new friends. 


“The trouble is that at the beginning you wander 
around not knowing where you belong,” Klebel said, ‘‘but 
to be ourselves we need contact, and now that we’ve lost 
a long established one, we need to develop others.”. 
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Students at the School of Theology at Claremont come 
from 21 states and 15 countries to participate in a variety 
of programs ranging from preparation for parish 
ministry to counseling and audio-visual communications. 

Both ethnic and female enrollments increased in the 
fall semester.

New gas pump nozzles to aid in smog control

The West End customer who 
pumps his own gasoline will notice 
something different about the nozzle 
he'll probably be using within two 
years to fill his car’s tank. 

The nozzle will look different and 
feel heavier. 

That’s because the new nozzle is 
designed to control gasoline vapors 
which now escape into Southern 
California’s skies. The vapors con- 
tribute to the formation of smog in 
the nation’s dirtiest air basin. 

Starting in the spring, the nozzles 
will be installed on gasoline pumps 
at each of Southern California’s 8.- 
300 service stations. Similar nozzles 
are already in use in San Diego and 
the San Francisco Bay .area. 

The new controls will cost 
motorists an estimated one-half 
cent per gallon of gasoline, or $2.60 
annually for a motorist who buys 10 
gallons a week. 

The 12 million gallons of gasoline 
pumped daily in Southern California 
release about 69 tons of hydrocar- 
bons into the atmosphere, the South 
Coast Air Quality Management 
District says. 

That amounts to 10 percent of all 
hydrocarbons released from 
stationary (fixed) sources of pollu- 
tion. Hydrocarbons react chemical- 
ly with oxides. of nitrogen in 
sunshine to form the photochemical 
smog common in Southern Califor- 
nia. 

The district says the new nozzles 
should eliminate 62 to 65 tons of 
hydrocarbons daily by 1982. 

In stages over the next two years, 
the district will require the installa- 
tion of nozzles that will progressive- 
ly recapture greater amounts of 
gasoline vapor. 

By April 1, oil companies will 
have to install nozzles that are 90 
percent efficient at half of their 
stations which pump more than 50,- 
000 gallons of gasoline monthly. The 
other half will be temporarily ex- 
empted. 

The 90 percent requirement will 
also apply to stations which pump 
less than 50,000 gallons of gasoline 
monthly. Half of those stations will 
have to have the new nozzles by 
April 1, the rest by Sept. 1. 

More stringent controls will be 
placed on the larger gasoline 
stations. 

By April 1, 1980, larger stations 
that were exempted from the 90 per- 
cent controls will have to have 
nozzles that are % percent efficient. 

The other group of larger stations 
will have to have the more efficient 
nozzles by March 1, 1981. 


About 2,300 stations in Southern 
California pump more than 50,000 
gallons of gasoline monthly. They 
account for 27.7 percent of all 
stations and 51.3 percent of all gas- 
oline pumped daily. 

Both types of new nozzles will be 
considerably heavier and more 
awkward than the nozzle currently 
in use. The new nozzles have devices 
attached to their spouts to collect 
escaping vapors. 

They also have two hoses attached 
to them — one for vapor collection 
and the other for gasoline to flow 
into a car’s tank. Current nozzles 


have only the latter hose. 

The new nozzles are likely to 
cause some difficulties for 
motorists who choose to pump their 
own gasoline. Many of them may not 
work in 1975 and 1976 model cars 
because they are not long enough to 
open the trap door in the pipe which 
leads to the fuel tank. 

The trap door was installed to pre- 
vent the car from being filled with 
leaded gasoline. Leaded gasoline 
destroys the effectiveness of certain 
pollution control devices in late- 
model cars.

There are two types of vapor 
recovery nozzles. One is the 
balance-type system, which the 
major oil companies favor but 
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certified at 95 percent efficiency. 

A balance-type’ system has no 
moving parts. It uses natural 
pressure to force gasoline vapors 
back into a storage tank. But it re 
quires an airtight seal between the 
nozzle and the pipe through which 
gasoline flows into a car’s fuel tank. 

An Air Resources Board state 
ment says: 

“The proper insertion of the noz- 
zle, although critical to the system’s 
performance, is not easy or obvious; 





therefore, the collection efficiency 
of a present balance system at a 
self-service station may be very 
low.”’ 

The system is believed to be 90 to 
92 percent efficient if operated by, an 
attendant, but less if operated by 
customers who aren’t familiar with 
it. 

An assist-type system uses a 
vacuum pump or blower to recover 
gasoline vapors and transfer them 
to an underground storage tank.

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County budget to get $5 million 


San Bernardino County govern- 
ment will have $5 million more in in- 
come than originally forecast for 
the 1979-80 budget, the board of 
supervisors was told Tuesday 

But County Administrative Of- 
ficer Earl Goodwin said he will 
attempt to keep general county 
Spending at the $255 million mark 
for the year starting July 1 

“At the moment, it looks like we 
have a good chance of doing that,” 
Goodwin told the supervisors at a 
budget workshop. 

The board agreed to review in 
April and May the budgets of county 
departments whose programs were 
least affected by Proposition 13, the 
state constitutional amendment 
which slashed county government's 
income from property taxes 

Those include most welfare and 
social service programs, communi- 
ty development projects intended to 


upgrade neighborhoods, road con- 
struction and maintenance, public 
transportation and some medical 
services for the poor. 

The supervisors will review the 
budgets of all other county 
departments in June, depending 
upon legislative action in Sacramen- 
to. The two-step hearing process 
will allow more time for the super- 
visors to examine the budgets of 
certain county departments. 

Of the higher estimated income 
for 1979-80, ‘‘we shouldn't approach 
the budget with the idea we’re going 
to spend every dime we have,” 
Supervisors’ Chairman James L. 
Mayfield of Apple Valley said. 

Goodwin said that was not his in- 
tention 

When the 1978-79 budget was 
adopted in August, Goodwin’s office 
forecast 1979-80 county income at 
$255.3 million and the 1979-80 county 


budget at $255.5 million, excluding 
special accounts unaffected by 
Proposition 13. 

Goodwin said Tuesday he has 
revised the income forecast to $260.4 
million. He said that assumes: 

— An increase of 7 percent in 
countywide assessed valuation, 
from which the county and all other 
local governments share property 
tax income left after Proposition 13. 


— Continued economic growth as 
reflected in Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s 1979-80 state budget. That 
assumes the county will receive 
more in income from sales, motor 
vehicle and property transfer taxes, 
among others. 


— Income to county departments 
as forecast last August. 


— Continued state payment of the 
counties’ shares of welfare and 


Medi-Cal programs, plus continued 
state aid to counties. San Bernar- 
dino County government received 
more than $40 million in such post- 
Proposition 13 aid in the 1978-79 
budget year. 


The current county general fund 
budget is almost $265 million. With 
the special accounts, county spen- 
ding runs close to $330 million. 


Goodwin said the 1979-80 budget 
currently sets aside only less than 
$250,000 for county construction 
projects, compared with $10 million 
this year. 


If the county ends up with a sur- 
plus of $3 million by the end of the 
budget year June 30, Goodwin said, 
the supervisors could choose the 
spend the money for construction 
projects in 1979-80.

The Mission Inn in Riverside has 
been and continues to be the setting 
for many such happenings. For 100 
years, the inn has been a colorful 
place to visit. 

Over the years, since owner 
Frank Millerdied in 1935, the unique 
hotel has been through serious finan- 
cial problems. It was on the brink of 
being demolished, but friends 
rallied around and Mission Inn was 
made a California historic land- 
mark. 

In 1976, Riverside citizens decided 
the inn had to be assured a stable 
future, so it now is owned by the Ur- 
ban Redevelopment Agency of 
Riverside. 

Betty Condos, public information 
Officer of the inn, said with this Mis- 
sion Inn being returned to its past 


‘glory with public funds. 


“The inn is thriving now,” she 
said. The 137 apartments are rented 
with a waiting list of people who 
want to live in the mecca of Spanish, 
Moorish and Oriental architecture. 

There are 15 hotel rooms in use 
and occupied most of the time. Two 
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Luncheon in the patio of Mis- 
sion Inn, Riverside, is a treat 
visitors. Patrons are 
Seated around the center 
fountain at tile-topped tables. 
Overhead is the huge clock, 
now under repair, which has 
almost life-size figures 
rotating as time passes. 


floors of hotel rooms are in the 
midst of renovation. 

“The drawbacks of living at Mis- 
sion Inn are the plumbing and elec- 
trical problems. If one room or 
apartment needs the water turned 
off for plumbing repairs, the whole 
hotel has to be without water,” Mrs. 
Condos said. ‘‘The same goes for the 
electricity. But under the Urban 
Redevelopment and the grant, these 
things are to be rectified.” 

Mrs. Condos also revealed the 
Mission Inn has no central heating 
or air conditioning. Rooms and 
apartments are supplied with elec- 
tric heaters. 

“Our electric bill, especially 
with the past cold weather, is 
astronomical,’’ she said. 

There are no telephones in the 
hotel rooms and due to fire laws, 
only one fireplace on the main level 
can be used — and there are 
fireplaces in every room of the inn. 

“The romantic atmosphere of the 
inn_makes it worth living here,” she 
Said. 

‘How many rooms in the inn? I 
don’t think anyone has ever tried to 
count them,” Mrs. Condos said. She 
implied that counting the rooms also 
would be an astronomical task. 

Mission Inn is a full city block in 
size with one structure attached to 
the other in a U-shape. In the center 
is a large patio, which now has a 
swimming pool. 

The inn got its start when Frank 
Augustus Miller and his family 
came to Riverside in 1874 and built 
an adobe home. Times were hard, so 
the Millers took in paying guests. 

The son, Frank, bought the adobe 
home from his father in 1880 and 
started adding wings. He turned the 
grounds into a garden. 

As he added parts to the inn, 
Miller followed his fetish for 
Spanish, Mexican and Oriental 
architecture and his religious con- 
victions. Though the inn was never a 
mission, it was modeled after the 
California missions featuring in- 
numerable stained glass windows, 
some in obvious and strange places. 

Art works, bells, religious statues, 
especially of St. Francis of Assissi, 
and Della Robbia art from Italy 
were placed all over the inn. A large

chapel was built in the name of St. 
Francis, and there is a smaller, St. 
Cecilia chapel, which was a rare 
Stained glass window signed by the 
famous maker, Tiffany. 

The inn became Southern Califor- 
nia’s most famous winter resort. 
Presidents visited, celebrities 
clamored to stay there. Distinguish- 
ed business and world leaders were 
guests. Motion pictures were made 
at the inn. 

After Miller’s death, the subse- 
quent owner could not succeed in 
making Mission Inn a commercial 
success. Riverside. and Southern 
California residents mourned the 
decline of the historic and beautiful 
inn. 

Now functioning again as Frank 
Miller envisioned, tourists, 
sightseers and friends of Mission 
Inn are coming to see the marvelous 
ingenuity and imagination of the 
first owner. 





Mrs. Condos said an average of 
700 persons now come to the Sunday 
buffets. Every week, 500 to 600 per- 
sons take tours conducted by guides 
who are well-schooled in telling the 
story of Mission Inn. :

The play has had many 
translations and this particular ver- 
sion was written by Paul Roche in 
1974. 


Typical of Greek theater, Cal 
State’s presentation of ‘‘Medea”’ 
will feature a chorus, but both men 
and women will be used. In 
traditional Greek theater all per- 
formers were male. Even female 
roles were played by men. 


A unique aspect of the Cal State 
presentation is the combination of 
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the Classical theater approach of us- 
ing masks and elaborate costumes 
with modern techniques of elec- 
tronic music and laser lighting to 
achieve a theater experience that 
will challenge and stimulate a varie- 
ty of senses, Dr. Barnes said. 


In the Classic theater, actors used 
masks because in the large 
stadiums, the audience was quite a 
distance away. Also the masks 
helped the actor assume the role of 
another person, the director ex- 
plained further. 


“Another interesting aspect of the 
masks is that they are generally 
considered rigid and unmoving, but 
by using effective stage lighting 
they may appear to change and take 
on a human quality,” he said.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — 
Mayo clinic physicians have 
found that putting a patient 
with a blood cholesterol 
level of 300 mg per 100 ml of 
serum on a low cholesterol 
diet usually results in a 
reduction of about 10 per- 
cent after a period of three 
months 


Because 270 mg percent 

is still too high,’ the 
patients are then given drug 
therapy, which becomes the 
mainstay of their treat- 
ment 


Addressing a meeting of 
the American Heart 
Association, Memphis 
Chapter, P.J. Palumbo, 
M.D., consultant in en- 
docrinology and internal 
medicine. Mayo Medical 
School, stressed the impor- 
tance of preventing heart 
disease before it develops. 


“Tt is now clear that early 
identification and _ treat- 
ment of elevated blood 
cholesterol reduces the 
possibility of cardio- 
vascular disease,’ Dr 
Palumbo said. 


The cholesterol level for 
Americans recommended 
by the well-known, long- 
term Framingham (Mass. ) 
Study is 220 mg percent. 
The study found that with 
cholesterol levels over 240 
mg percent, there was a 
Significant increase in car- 
diovascular disease, heart 
attack and death. 


Dr. Palumbo said that the 
medications recommended 
may be colestipol or choles- 
tyramine — which belong to 
a group of drugs called 
resins — or another, called 
probucol, ‘‘which has the 
advantage of being a tablet 
taken twice a day.” 


Patienis sometimes are 
reluctant or forget to take 
medications that need to be 
taken several times a day, 
are inconvenient, or are un- 
palatable, the doctor ex- 
plained. 


He recommended that 
when there is a history of 
heart disease in a family 
with a resulting death at 
age 50 or younger, 
youngsters under 20 should 
be screened for elevated 
blood lipids once during 
their childhood. 


Between the ages of 20 
and 50, every three to five 
years is sufficient, accor- 


i 


ding to Dr. Palumbo, and 
from age 50 on, screening 
should be. done ‘at the dis- 
cretion of the physician.”
